CAIRO, Egypt (AP) — "Egypt, used faked 
photographs of a former Libyan prime minister ly- - 
Ing In a pool of biood to trick Llbya lnto claiming 
' he had t^cn assassinated by a death squad hired 
by Col. Moammar Khadafy, President Hosnl 
Mutiarak said Saturday. 

Egyptian officials identified two Britons and two 
Maltese arrested as members of the Libyan-hired 
hit squad, and said the four (old of other Libyan 
plots to assassinate leaders In West 'Germany, 
■ FYance, India, Pakistan, Britain,. Saudi Arabia, 
Qatar, Kuwait and the United Arab Emirates. 

Mubarak said in a speech Saturday that the sup- 
posed victim, Abdel-Hamid Bokoush, was safe. 
Bakoush, 46, later appeared at a news conference 
In Cairo with Interior Minister Ahmed Ru^. 

"This incident proves that Khadafy lost his 
quaiincatlon as a responsible man and head of 
state," said Bakoush, Libya's last prime minister 
befopo Khadafy ovcrtlirow King Idrls in 1969. "He 
la an International criminal, and I callbn all coun- . 
tries and governments of the world to tal^ a stand 
toward hUn.'r'

If you're using the same 
country, there will always be con- 
flicts, and that is something we have 
to accept. 

"There Is a risk In using bear 
country that we can never totally 
eliminate."
